Bl£ Ants Are Made to Take tlie Placo of 


N«ed5o and Tlurcad. 


Science has made vast strides during the 


last half of the century, and iu no brunch 
of knowledge is this progress more marked 
than in that of surgery. Many an opera- 
tion is now performed with facility and 
siifety that was not dreamed of 50 yeai-s 
ugo u.nd maiiy on operation that we now 
consider trivial and beneath remark was 
then considered as next to impossible. 


The introduction of anaesthetics and the 


researches of Lord Lister in antiseptic sur- 
gery account Iturgely for this s>tate of 
things. Indeed before tha introduction of 
antiseptic methods iu tho operating thea- 
ter as many lives were lost from those 
bugbears of all surgeons, pyaamiu and sep- 
tictemia, as resulted from tho operations 
themselves. 


Tho method, therefore, of securing a 


wound which ia still prevalent among the 
Brazilian Indians may be looked upon as 
at least strictly antiseptic. 


Tho materials required for performing 


the operation are found handy almost any- 
where in a Brazilian forest. Those arc a 
species of a very largo ant, which hug 
mandibles that can bite through almost 
any substance. Tho mouth is furnished 
with tranversoly movable jaws and does 
not possess a sting. The bite from one ot 
these ants is perfectly harmless and is fol- 
lowed by no swelling or other evil result. 


Tho lower lip of the ant, instead of bo- 


Ing a simple cover to the mouth, is devel- 
oped into a etrango jointed organ, which 
cnn bo shot out much farther than the up- 
per lip or, when at rest, can be folded flat 
over the face and can be rapidly protruded 
or withdrawn. It is furnished at its ex- 
tremity with a pair, of forceps, and is able 
to grasp objects with the strength and 
firmness of n small pair of pinchers. Noth- 
ing, unless cased in metal, can resist those 
jaws. 


What the Brazilian Indian does whon ha 


or one of his patients receives a gash 
this: He catches some of these ants, and, 
holding them to tho wound, which he baa 
previously closed together, lets them bite.. 


They flx tlieir ivandibles on each side oi 


tho wound, aud then ho pinches oif the 
rest of the body, leaving the mandibles 
and jaws to cluse up the wound. A row 
of these ants' heads keeps u wound to 
go.ther quite as effectively ns the needle 
and thread of a surgeon, but the pail 
gi\en to the victim of this rudo style of 
surgery must bo considerable. 


Kudo as this method may ?o^m, how 


e\cr, it has its advantages in being strict 
ly antiseptic and causiug no evil effects 
The jaws of the ant are extracted with 
pair of forceps after tho wound has satis 
factorily healed.—Xew York Herald.

The Audibility of Thuuaer. 


Iii connection with the proposal to cs 


tablish a number of govcrniuont station 
for reporting tho phenomena of thundci 
storms it i.s stated that while lightiriii 
may bo seen and its illumination of cloud 
and mist may be recognized when it i 
even 200 miles distant, thunder is rarel 
audible ton miles The thunder from ver 
distant storms therefore seldom reaches 
the car. 
Hence, if every thunderston 


has to be recorded, a lai-gc number of si/ 
i 


tions will be needed; probably one for 
every 25 square miles would not be too 
many. A few stations would suffice, at 
least for tho nighttime, for the reporting 
of the direction and movement of every 
case of distant lightning. 


The reason of the great uncertainty in 


the audibility of thunder is not hard to 
understand. It depends not merely on tho 
initial intensity o£ the crash, but quite as 
much on the surroundings of the observer, 
even as in the quiet country ono will ob- 
serve feeble sounds that escape the car in a 
noisy city. Perhaps the most curious nnd 
important condition of audibility is that 
the thunder wave of sound shall not bo re- 
fracted or reflected by tho layers of warm 
tind cold air between the observer and the 
lightning or by the layers of wind, swift 
above and slow below, so as to entirely 
pass over or around the observer. Sound, 
in its wavciikc progress obliquely through 
layers of air of different densities, is sub- 
ject lo refraction, and this refraction may 
occur at any time and placo. Thus, ob- 
ser\ers at the topmast of n ship frequently 
hear fog whistles that arc inaudible at sea 
levels; those oa.hilltops hear thunder that 
canncft be heard in tho valley; tboso in 
front of an obstacle hear sounds inaudible 
to those behind it. 


The rolling of .thundex, like that of A 


distant cannonade, may be largely duo to 
special reflections and refractions of sound, 
Again, tho greater velocity of tho air at 
considerable altitudes above the ground 
distorts tho sound wave and shortens tho 
limit of audibi'lity to tho leeward, while 
increasing it to the windward.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

UU Only In lieal Life. 


"The old saying that 'the odds are 


ngaiust the guesser' is firmly believed in 
by nearly nil gamblers," said a turfman 
vv ho prides himself upon having reduced 
betutij; t'> a mathematical formula. 


"The axiom is a good deal deeper than 


m<5yt people suppose. Taken literally in 
gunies of chance, it is false; applied to 
human nature, it is true. 
Suppose, for 


example, that two men pitch pennies,. 
The ehauces for heads and tails are per- 
fectly even, and it can make no differ- 
ence which of the players does the guess- 
ing. Whore the guesser appears to have 
greatly the worst of it is in such a game 
as faro or roulette. The effort to fore- 
cast each turn is apt to unsettle his 
nerves. He gets irritated and demoral- 
ized, makes rccWess bets, presses bad 
Iitck and \\ inds up broke. In fuct, the 
chief advantage of a 'system' for gam- 
bling is that it saves nerve force. The 
bets are placed according to rule, and the 
player and the game are on the same 
cold, mechanical basis. 
In playing the 


races the odds are seemingly 'against 
the gucssers,' for the reason that they 
are influenced by ail sorts of hints, tips 
and premonitions, mostly wrong. It isn't 
really a case of guessing, but a case of 
misplaced confidence." 


"Do you. believe in luck?" asked one 


of the listeners to the foregoing. 


"That depends upon whether you mean 


theoretically or practically," replied tbe 
ecioiititic turfman. 


"Luck is something that doesn't exist 


except in real life. The late Professor 
Proctor once delivered a lecture in Phila- 
delphia on the 'Mathematics pf Chance' 
und piovcd conclusively there was no 
such thing as luck. Afterward he took 
a dice box and attempted to demonstrate 
the fact to some skeptical sports and 
went broke iu eight minutes by the 
watch. 
There is absolutely no reason 


why people should have streaks of good 
or bad luck. I can demonstrate to you 
on paper thnt tho thing is impossible, 
and you can demonstrate to me by ocular 
evidence that it happens every day. So 
there you arc. 


"It's a funny fact, by the way, that the 


two principal 'systems' at Monte Carjo 
aro based on diametrically opposite the- 
ories of luck. One is called the 'maturity 
of chance.' 
To illustrate: Suppose red 


tuins up three times in success-ion. Ac- 
cording to the system, the chance of it 
appearing again is greatly diminished and 
grows less with each repetition. Conse- 
quently the player bets on black. The 
other is the System of runs.' Its votaiics 
hold that a color which has once 'repeat- 
ed' is apt to keep on, at least five or six 
times in succession. Knch brand of crank? 
proves its case by the daily record kept 
year in and year out at the Casino. 'You 
pays your money, and you takes your 
choice.' " — New Orleau i Times-Demo- 
crat. 


Hare* a* Sivlmmern. 


The paws of hares nnd rabbits in swim- 


ming are like an ill ballasted ship, dovv n 
by the head. Like the squirrels, thcso 
two animals show great timidity in the 
water, and naturally so, for their heads 
are so low and sterns so high that tho 
slightest ripple on the surface would 
send their noses under water and 
s»o 


drown them unless they at once returned 
to land. In perfectly still water, how- 
ever, they can both swim considerable 
distances. 


"A friend of mine, who is a constant

RODERT SPRING'S SUCCESS IN BOLD 


LITERARY FRAUDS. 


Kin Specialty Wtu tli« Sisn»ture» of Emrlj 


American Patriots, Hud Kin Forgeries 
Are Treasured by Kany * Collector, 
How He WM Detected. 


One ot tho most; expert of autograph 


forgers flourished in this country and foi 
a time enjoyed a success only equaled by 
that of the notorious Vraln Lucas, tb« 
Frenchman who victimized M. Charles, 
the e;nant, to the tuno of 40,000 francs. 
The name of this rogue was Kobert Spring 
and though tbe actual scene of his rascal- 
ities was not New York, there aro many 
in New York's collection that are infcctetj 
by his fabrications, ond thnt, too, in tha 
department now held in highest esteem— 
that of American history, and especially ol 
Washiugtouiana. 


Spring was a Londoner born, and served 


his time as indentured clerk to a scriveuei 
of that city. This person, Furnival bj 
name, was a noted bibliophile, and it was 
in his employ thnt Spring doubtless ac- 
quired his knowledge of old books and his 
marvelous facility in using the pen. 


It was in 184G that Spring camo to tliii 


country and opened a bric-n-brae shop in 
Baltimore, dealing also in rare books nnd 
autographs. In the Irsst line his business 
was large and profitable, as ho made tin 
autographs himself, needing no other tools 
than the stump of a quill pen, a bottle ol 
brown ink and a few blank loaves taken 
from tbe volumes on his shelves. Encour 
aged by his success, ho overdid the thing, 
and Baltimore became undesirable as a 
place of residence. So he removed to Phil- 
adelphia in the early llfties (183-1 it is sup- 
posed) and opened another curiosity stoic 
on South street, west of Broad, and for a 
number of years did well and even pros 
pered. 


Collecting autographs was a fashion ol 


""the time, and Spring fabricated them by 
the ream, asserting in later years that he 
had sold lit least 000 Wasliingtons, beside? 
many Clymors, Franklins, Hopkinsons, 
.Jeffersons, Whipnles and others, lie WUB 
very partial to the signatures of the sign 
ors, in fact, and supplied them to tho trad' 
nd libitum. He not only had much knowl 
edge of out of the way Revolutionary his 
tory, but also was an excellent narrator, 
and is his convivial moments a most amus- 
ing companion. His frauds must h:ue 
been almost numberless, tor lie did a Inrge 
business, both in New York und Canada, 
selling to a Inwyer in this city 00 bogus 
letters from Benedict Arnold and his wife 
Margaret, whilo be supplied tho erudite 
Kauucks with many Franklins and Wash 
ingtons. 


Suspicion was first aroused against him 


when the library of one of tbe early Amor 
lean judges, a connection of tho Washing 
ton family, was sold at auction in Phila- 
delphia. Many of tho books hml in them 
tho autograph of Washington, and these 
naturally brought high prices. But it was 
thought extremely odd, to say the least, 
when in ono of tho volumes a letter oi 
Spring's was found, worded ambiguous!; 
and offering his services to some ono in 
tcrested in the Hale, a nephew of tho judge 
Morco\or, a copy of a book printed in 1804 
s«as also graced with Washington's signa 
lure. It is difficult to sou bow Washington 
could have written in a book pnblit-hcd 
after bis death, and this posthumous pro 
ceeding provoked much talk, well informed 
bookmen being of tho opinion that Spring's 
omnivorous industry in deception hod been 
employed in giving a fictitious \aluo tc 
volumes with tho autographs. However, 
this was moro suspicion, and uime tc 
nothing. 


Perhaps, indeed, if Spring had led n 


regular life ho might never have been more 
than dimly suspected. But for bis drink 
ing habits Jt is a qvjestion whether he 
would have been detected at all. Wary and 
reticent when sober, ho was just the oppo- 
site when drunk, and toward the last of 
bis life this was his usual condition. While 
intoxicated he would make no secret ol bin 
forgeries, but would take \ip a pen and 
show his skill by writing a Penn, a Cly 
mcr or a Morris. To a tricnd ho declared 
that he hud sold to a country clergyman 
an autograph of Pontius Pilnte for §3, and 
he described with much humor tho trem- 
bling eagerness with which this modern 
Dr. Primrose secured his fancied prize. 


His actual detection was due to a Dr. 


Davis of Philadelphia, to whom he haf" 
sold a number of the signatures of the 
signers. By accident one of them becanu 
wet and faded out. It was then found 
that it had not been written with ink, but 
with a brownish pigment which the forger 
himself had made. Dr. Davis' inquiries 
made Spring's swindling manifest. Spring 
was arrested and taken before Mayor Me- 
Michael, who declared that there ivaa 110 
excuse for such pranks. 
"Collectors," be 


proceeded to say, "had tbe means of test 
ing tho characters of these writings by 
comparison with numerous authentic speci- 
mens of the handwriting of the immortal 
Washington, to whom wo aro BO indeblv 
ed," etc. Accordingly, a Washington au 
tograph was borrowed for tbe moment 
from the Independence hall collection, 
about tho genuineness of which there could 
be, of course, no doubt. This autograph 
was laid side by side with the forged pa- 
per. Their agreements wore startling, but 
confusion and tribulation followed when 
Spring said quietly: 


"Why, gentlemen, that's one of mine 


too!" 


For a few seconds there was silence, and 


then unmitigated disgust at themselves 
among tho collectors assembled in court. 
Then tho mayor told Spring tbat the dig- 
nity of tho law would be vindicated in hie 
case home day, and the forger left the room 
ns soon as possible. Deprived by exposure 
of his former income, he lived meanly and 
miserably, wasting in wretched dissipa- 
tion tho few dollars he mado by petty 
forgeries. FinaU/ his habits demoralized 
him completely, ind be became reckless ic 
his swindling oad escaped imprisonment 
frequently anly on the plea of extreme 
poverty 
j^t length be died in the Penn- 


sylvanln hospital of asthma, aggravated 
by intemperance. 
Though be has beer 


dead mnny years, his fabrications still ex- 
ist in large numbers and enrich many col- 
lections. Valueless papers are hnrd tc 
truce, and. moreover, 
some collectors 


would object to tbe tracing. It is not«l- 
ways agreeable to have the authenticity of 
one's collection questioned—New York 
Sun.

CHINA'S REVENUES. 


MEXICAN BULL MM. 


A YANKEE NEWSPAPER MAN'S VIEW 


OF THE NATIONAL SPORT. 


COMMON 1-KOPSETT. 


The Crude Manner In Which They Are 


Collected and Apportioned. 


China's rcveuues are collected in a way j 


characteristically absurd, but in ordinary 
times an amount sufficiently great to meet 
tho necessities of the imperial government 
at Peking always comes in. No one knows, 
e\ on approximately, how much is extorted 
from the people by the agents of the differ- 
ent provincial governors, but it is an 
amount considerably, perhaps enormously, 
greater than e\ er finds its way to the na- 
tional treasury. Since tho wur with Japan, 
Chinalms becomo a borrower from foreign 
capitalists, and this fact has led to a some- 
what careful investigation of the country's 
resources. This has proved to be a w*rk 
of great difficulty, for accounts are never 
audited, and only imperfect reports of tho 
earns raised annually are printed in tho 
Peking Gazette. For the purpose of rev- 
enue, as, indeed, for 
other purposes, 


China is an agglomeration of many quasi 
independent provincial governments. No 
part of the national income is collected di- 
rectly by tho imperial government. All 
the collectors of tho revenue ore the agents 
of the provincial governors, and responsi- 
ble to them. All tho money collected is 
first paid into tho provincial treasury, or 
one of tho provincial treasuries, for there 
are several of them in every province, and 
thereafter is remitted according to tin1 ap- 
portionment of the year, partly to Peking, 
partly for local government needs and 
partly, if there! is u surplus, in aids to loss 
wealthy provinces. 


Aftrr the demands of Peking are satis- 


fied nil tho rest of the taxation would ap- 
pear to belong to the provincial authorities 
to spend as they may please. There are 
always somo extraordinary or contingent 
demands left unsatisfied or carried forward 
to the next your—dfmands for famine re- 
lief, repairs ;o tin* Yellow river, rebellions 
and risings in remote provinces, and lastly 
there is the admiralty board, whose wants 
aro 
never satisfied 
Those provinces 


which have any surplus respond more or 
less reluctantly to these extraordinary do- 
mamls. Tho poorer provinces neglect thorn 
altogether. In this way all the revenue is 
absorbed from year to year. Thoro never 
Is any rcUuctiou in taxation. 
Whatever 


change is mado Is always in the opposite 
direction. The general relations between 
tho imperial and local authorities as to tho 
division of taxation may bo summed up 
by saying that the Peking authorities urn 
continually trying to extract as much us 
possible, while the local authorities aro 
continually trying to part with us little as 
possible.—New York Times. 


The Rule* of tbe Game Favor tbe Men. 


Cruel Treatment Received by the HOHCI. 
A Dl»gT«*o«d Animal—The Jersey Hull 
Th»t Beat the Game. 


Everybody who has been trouting in 


Connecticut owes the bull one at least, if 
not more, and every boy who has lived on 
a New England farm baa wished ho might 
see tho beast come up with. So, with re- 
vived thoughts of the rough fences I bad 
climbed and the tempting pools I had has- 
tily abandoned, I went to a bullfight iq 
Sun Luis Potosi one Sunday \v ith far less 
concern at tho fate of tho bulls than at the 
fact thut this was a Sunday service. It did 
7iot scorn exactly appropriate even if we 
admitted that, with the churches opened 
every day and the bull rings only on Sun- 
day, tho odds were 7 to 1 in favor of reli- 
gion. 


Tho bull ring Is several times as large 


as a circus ring and is dowu at least five 
feet below the level of tho lowest seats. It 
Is a circular space, set in a solid masonry 
wall, and tbe seats range upward like a 
Hainan amphitheater. Tbe bulls are lot 
into the ring one at a time through a tun- 
nel that comes out under the seats, and 


i inside tho actual ring is a stout board 


tcucO, built all the wav round, so that the 
fight is conducted in tho -inner circle, nnd 
all around that is a narrow outsldo pas- 
sageway. The first qualification of a bull- 
fighter is to be able to jump this fence. 
A t tho least chance of being ripped open j 
ho cuts for It and IB over like a jumping 
jack. And, as if that wasn't enough, thero 
are at convenient intervals barriers set in 
the ring near tho fence, nnd the "fight- 
ers," when close pufahed, step behind thoso 
and let tho bull's horns rattle on the other 
side. So much for the geographical layout. 


I asked the fricntl who accompanied mo, 


a resident for ycara in Mexico, why the 
fence was bickeu by gates. Ho siiid it vuis 
so us to let the bull back into tho ring if 
he should jump over. I laughed at the 
absurdity of a bull taking such u filer, and 
then the trumpet sounded, and the proces- 
sion entered und marched to the judge. 
Thcro were two men who alternately give 
tho fatal thrust, tho follows who stick the 
goads into tho beast, those who flout 
cloaks at him und tho men on horseback, 
vho carry great boathooks witJi fishhook 
points to drive him off when lie charges 
their horses. The bull is given just one 
clmnce. Ho can only bo deilt with while 
charging. So long us ito stands Btill tho 
etiquette of tho ring protects him, and 
when it comos to stubbing him only one 
man can do that. 


"Toot-tootI" went the bugle, and in 


rushed tho first bull umid tho cheers of at 
loa&t 2,000 people. Ho was jet black, aboxit 
U years old and as full of life and vigor as 
any young creature on tho plains. IIo took 
u careful look at tho enemy llnod up bo- 
fore him, trotted gontly about for a min- 
ute, then put his liond down and started 
on a dead run—for the fence. 
1 Io took it 


like a goat and landed In fine shape in tho 
intervening space. What had scorned im- 
possible was dono within a minute of open- 
ing tho game. 
He was driven back and 


made a new survey nnd seemed a little 
ashamed that ho had failed. 
Then sud- 


denly ho rallied u second time, and with 
a flcTccr dash tliun before he not only clour 
cd tho fence, but the intervening space, 
and got his front foot on to tho place

They fought flerccly,"chargcd around 
the ring, scared the fighters over the fence 
times without number and died hard, but 
the odds wore too many. It isn't very nn. 
pleasant to see n bull killed. He doesn't 
flinch. Ho ifl game till it's over. But the 
shameful, inexcusable barbarity of the 
whole thing is in tho fate of the horses 
ridden by the picadors. 
Those futile 


scrubs, weaker than tho old stage home in 
his very last stage, are ripped and torn by 
tho bulls most horribly. Four were killed 
at the fight and others dreadfully mutilat- 
ed. The whole ring would be cleared and 
men, 
horses and everything else dono up if 


thcso Texan bulls had tho bruins to match 
their bodies. They lack continuity of 
thought. Just as their opportunity comes 
they turn asido when a dozen steps more 
right along the lino and they would have 
on their horns the fellows they were after. 


My friend told of some Americans who 


brought down a Jersey bull to their ranch. 
Like his kind, ho soon became hopelessly 
ugly. They were going to kill him, but 
were naked to give him to the bullllghters, 
so there he went. They sent him into the 
ring. 
ITp went his tail, and dowtt went 


his head. He tore after whatever he saw. 
Nothing could stop him, and tho whole 
fighting force found themselves outside 
the fence and unwilling to go back. That 
night would have been fun, but unfortu- 
nately it didn't happen in Our clay. 


It is probably well to sec one bullfight, 


because then you know what they aro. 
But that's the only argument. There 
can't bo any fun in seeing blind horses 
ripped open while you wait, in seeing tho 
mad bulls tortured into weakness or in 
seeing obvious cowards jump tho fence 
whenever they take fright. If they'd toot 
"Take him from tho ring" whenever a 
fighter ran away, as they do with the bull, 
the entertainment wouldn't be quite so 
onesided.—Mexico Cor. Hartford Courant

"It was in 1806,,the year of the close of 


thecjvil war," said Hank Marsten, a Mon- 
tana cattleman. "Iwas high private la 
the Second Kansas cavalry, and', instead of 
being mustered out at 'tbo close of the 
struggle^ our regiment was ordered to ,the 
column sent out against the Axapahoes 
and southern Cheyennes, who had been 
playing bob on tbo plains while our bands 
wei'e^ticd up fighting the Johnny llebs. 
This kind of campaigning was not new to 
Kausans, for \thom alkali water and dusty 
plains hndjio terrors. Wo passed through 
(^country where there was the finest ante- 
lope nnd buffalo bunting, and weiook such 
advantage of^our opportunities that ib was 
an unlucky day when the hunters didn.'t 
bring in meat enough to supply the entire 
command 
"Three of us, Tom .Packard, Ed Farns- 


worth nnd myself, started out ono raorn- 
jng with two days' rations in our haver- 
sncks fora hunt, shaping 'our course to the 
right of the line of march. We killed two 
antelopes, the first day, but it was not until 
the morning of the second clay that we 
sighted .buffaloes. But •when we did there 
were buffaloes, and no mistake. It was the 
big southern herd feeding northward irons 
the Tesaaplains that wo ,had come upon, 
and the prairie was black with buffaloes as 
far as the eye could reach. 


"Thousands and tens of thousands of 


tlio heavy shouldered, .shaggy necked 
brutes were pasturing as peacefully as cat- 
tle on a farm, with the bulls standing 
guard on tbo outskirts all around to keep 
off tho wolves that were sneaking about 
the herd watching for u chance to snap 
up a stray calf. Wo staid to look at the 
scene for awhile before we got down to 


I work. Our spencer carbines did not carry 


far enough to stalk tho buffaloes at long 
range. 
We };ud to riclo in on them, and, 


each man picking out tho buffalo ho want- 
ed to kill we gnve our horses free rein 
and the spur, and rodo at the herd. 
"It was half a minute or so before the 


'auffaloes seemed to get it into their hearth 
that wo were coining and make up their 
minds what to do, and by that timo we 
\\cre amoug them. Then the nearest ones 
turned and ran, and th its gate the\ alarm 
to those beyond them, and they ran too. 
So tho panic spread through tho hcru like 
the tipping down of a row of bricks, am 
in a minute or more the whole herd was 
In motion. Farnsworth and Packard each 
got the buffalo ho went for, and thoy bag 
ped two moro besides. But the one I FO 
lectcd—it was a fat young cow—wap so 
far in tho herd and ran BO well that b; 
the timo I was alongside her tho buffaloes 
were oil around me, every one running 
head down and tall in tho air, not caring 
for what stood in tho way. There wa 
only one thing to do, and thut was to go 
with them. Bo I sjni a shot in behind tht 
cow's shoulder that dropped her, and then 
let my horse toko his head. He was car- 
ried awny, us a horse is apt to bo, by the 
excitement of the stampede, and tried to 
run awny. 
Tills took us farther into the 


herd, until tho buffaloes got so thick about 
us that ho could not force his way among 
them. j After that for hours and hours 
there was nothing but dust nnd noise, 
Vi ith buffaloes on every side as far as 1 could 
see through tho smother, crowding, jos- 
tling, pushing, every one trying to get 
ahead of the others. My horse was jammed 
and tossed about by the bufialoes, but ho 
kept bis footing and wont along with the 
rest. The dust Ulled my eyes and nostrils 


"Darkness came, and still the stampede 


went ou through the night. It was not 
until morning that the buffaloes slowed up 
and began to scatter and feed. 1 tried then 
to work my way out from among them, 
but before I had got half way out my mo- 
tion alarmed them and they stampeded 
again. There was no stopping the thinx: 
so long as they saw me among them they 
were bound to stampede, and there was no 
getting away from them. They carried me 
along with them that day, and, although 
now their pace hod slowed to n walk, 
they did not stop until darkness fell again 
Sometimes wo would come to a gulch ana 
I could hear the thumping sound as the 
buffaloes off to loft or right went heels over 
head down to the bottom over tho edge. 
But by good luck the part of the herd 
where I was struck a place every timo where 
we could get across. About 10 o'clock in 
tho night the buffaloes halted onco more 
and began to scatter and feed. A good many 
of them lay down, as if they were tired out 
with traveling and wanted no more of it. 
I started again to get clear of them, and 
this time, by working carefully along, let- 
ting my horse feed as ho went and avoid- 
ing every motion that might alarm them, 
I got to the edge of tho herd just as the 
eky was growing light in tho east. 


"When I felt that I was far enough be- 


yond the main herd to be safe against an 
other stampede, I shot a young bulL 
Strange to say, this caused no stampede or 
sign of alarm among the buffaloes. 
They 


had had enough of stampeding, and those 
nearest the bull only moved- away a few 
Steps at the report of my carbine, and then 
lay down or went on feeding. It was noi 
only that they wore tired, but they had go: 
used to my presence, and l,have no doub 
that iny horso and I could have kept with 
them as.long as we chose without throw 
ing them into a stampede again. 
"I took tho buffalo's tongue and a r,u 


from hjs loin, and then set out to find wa 
ter, leading my horse; for he was too badlj 
I/laycd out for me to ride him after all we 
hod been through. I struck a spring in 
the course of an hour, and water was.gooc 
for UP about that time. After my horse 
and 1 hadiiruiik all it was safe to drink a 
tho time, I washed ,the dust from my eyci 
and face, picketed my horse out to feed am 
cooked about six pounds of steak for my 
breakfast. 
Then, I dropped down in m; 


tracks and slept till.nightfall. I go) in; 
- bearings by tho stars and set out to flct 
our command. I knew tho direction 
•would take and how far they could m-irci 
in a day, and I hit it so well that I was it 
sight of tho dust raised by tho column on 
the march by 8 o'clock next morning 
They were surprised enough to see me allx* 
and sound, for Packard and. Fnrnswortb 
after following me up awhile, had com 
hack to ca7npto report that I had been car- 
ded away by the buffaloes. 
A party bad 


been sent out to follow tho trail and gath- 
er up and bury so much of my remains ns 
eiukt bo found. They clme into camp six 
hours after we. 
f 


"But I was a harjd looking sight when 
! got back to the command. I was covered 
with dust from heod to foot, «nd mj 
trousers had been worn clean t'rom ray 
legs by the rubbing against then of th': 
buffaloes. 
My horse hnd 20 places on hi* 


rump and sides where Uio skin h&d been 
torn by the horns of the buffaloes crowd 
tug ag&lnst Llm."—-New York Sua.

GAME AS A LUXURY. 


American* Learning That It HM Advan- 


tages Ovex Other Kind* of Meat. 


"In tho appreciation of gamo we have 


been more tardy perhaps than in other di- 
rections," writes Ella Morris Kretschmaj: 
in The Woman's Home Companion. "The 
mechanic, day laborer, the humblest and 
poorest in nearly all parts of our land, have 
ever had at their command a duoal feast. 
Our very riches have rnodo us indifferent 
—influenced somewhat by tho fact that on 
all the frontiers, as in 'early times,' in 
each state game has buen of necessity the 
chief food. It has never, therefore, beeu a 
luxury, but traveled Americans, having 
come to eharo in the estimate put upon 
wild meats by tho epicures of the world 
have so incited good livers at home that 
gujno is at a premium in our city markets, 
and in rural districts appreciation grows 
as tho supply lessens. 


' 'An important point not to be forgot- 


ten is that game has tho added advantage 
of being tho food for jaded appetites anc 
weakened stomachs. \Vhllc fully as nour 
ishing, it is more easily digested than oth 
er meats. 


"In the cooking of game a few cssentia 


points must ever be borne in mind. Firsi 
and chiefly, the natural flavors musl 
not bo disguised by spices or other pro 
nounced seasonings. There aro sauces 
which bring out the game flavor instctu 
of impairing it, and such only should be 
used. Let tho Frenchman have served to 
him venison or grouse inform saclaboruU 
that only a naturalist or chef could deter 
xniiio its character, but lot us rcmembe 
that simplicity is tho highest art In th 
cooking of game. Kven tho accomxmnying 
vegetables should bo selected with a view 
to supplementing its flavors, never inter 
fering with them, 


"Tho bucond point to remember is tf 


guard against overcooking. All gamo 
especially tho dark fleshed, is better in 
flavor and digests moro easily rare tba 
well done. It it> not necessary to carrj 
this point to tho extent affected by gour 
mots who cat their gamo half raw—jus 
wull warmed through. Neither shouli

Tho Early Ulntory of Golf. 


Undoubtedly golf was an established 


game for the people at about the middle of 
tho ill teen th century, and by tho last ot 
the sixteenth had become so popular thai 
Sunday playing disturbed tho Edinburgh 
city council, just as now, some 400 years 
later, it is agitating tho constabulary of 
certain prov iucial districts of tho United 
Suites. 


Nevertheless there aro a few generally 


recognized epochs of golf which afford 
definite links of evidence in tho game's 
history. We know that James VI, besulcg 
placing n heavy tariff on tho feather bolls 
brought from Holland (gutta percha balls 
were not usqd until 1B48), appointed iu 
16011 a royal club maker and 15 years later 
a royal bail maker, and that during .Tame.' 
H's reign, u forecaddio become an institu 
tion. 


Although golf was played in Scotland 


at a much earlier period, the honor of the 
first club rests with England, ,\\ here the 
Royal Blackhcath was organized in 1008— 
possibly by James VI, possibly only as an 
outgrowth of that convivial "Knucklebone 
club." Tho Edinburgh Burgess Golfing 
society, with moro social than sporting 
predilections, dates from 1735, and St. An- 
drews, popularly regarded as the alma ma- 
ter of golf, was founded In 1754, while the 
Honorable Company of Edinburgh Golfers 
set up links at Mussclburgh In 1774.—Cas- 
par Whitney in Harper's Magazine.
